Dr. Borden's Bill Meets With 
Great Chaffing in the 
House. 



Members of Both Sides Make 
liFun of the tionorary 
Officers. 



Under the heiul or '"Tin Pot Titles," 
the Muiitienl Star ptiblishos the follmv- 
iiit' lU'count of tliL' dismissiuu on Dr. 
Borileii's bill to appoint houoriiry col- 
onels of till' militia: 

Dr. Borden's bill to amend the Militia 
Act came up for discussion in commit- 
tee of the whole. It contains the follow- 
ing clause: 2— Section 40 of the said act 
is repealed and the following is substitut- 
ed therefor: '"45 — Otllcera holding com- 
missions as lieutenanc-colonel in the mil- 
itia may be transferred to the retired list 
with honorary rank not exceeding that 
of colonel, and officers now on the retir- 
ed list holding commissions as lieutenaiit- 
eploncl may be promoted to the rank of 
colonel, under regulations approved l)y 
the Governor-in-Couneil. ""J— Ollicors 
from the retired list may bo appointed to 
the active list or siicu other list as from 
time to time authorized; but uo oUicer su 
re-appointed shall bt eompollod to serve 
in a lower rank than that with which he 
retired." 

This clause in connection with the re- 
cent appointment of honorary colonels 
gave rise to considerable bantering, and 
Mr. Eraser, of Guysborough, opposed it. 
Uc did not see any sense in 
calling a man a colonel who 
could ♦not drill a squad. It was 
most ridicnlous. Th<!y should leave the 
distinction of colonel for those who had 
earned 'It. 

Sir Charles Tuppei^I hope Mr. Eraser 
does not attack the distinction conferred 
on the Prime Minister. If so, he must 
put in a word of defence. He had experi- 
ence in drillint; and disciplining a most 
fractious body of mc.i. and so was emin- 
ently qualifieil. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Fruscr— I wou.«l suggest that the 
rank of hon. colonel be at once ccmfc'rred 
■on the leader of the opposition. U-'"ugli- 
. ter.) 

Mr. Osier considered there was no 
more reason why a civilian should be 
madp colonel than that Mr. Charlton 
sliould be callpil Uererend. This was 
degrading military rank. Dr. Montague 
got Dr. Borden to rend a list of those 
who had been mode honorary colonels, 
and there were loud cheers when the 
names of Sir Louis Davius and Hon. B. 
It. Dobell were called. It was redoubled 
when Sir Wilfrid Lauricr's name was 
mentioned, and tlie Premier bowed and 
joined in the laughter. 

Dr. .Montague ascertained that there 
hud l)ecn only one such appointment be- 
fore 1S06, and remarked that his was 
evidently a new rank Of titled gentfe- 
nien under this democratic government, 
lie baited the Premier in regard to his 
military experience with the Saskatche- 
wan musket. Who wanted this list of 
colonels anyway- They had better con- 
tirni what had been done and leave the 
matter there. He would not like to take 
away from the Premier and Mr. Dobell 
tlieir titles, for he considered Mr. Do- 
bell's iin ample reward for his services.

Sir Wilfrid Laurior said that Major- 
(loncral llutton had recomniondod the 
appointments of civilians as honorar.v 
coloiiolK, and claimed' that ho had such 
aiithority. In this connection. Dr. Bor- 
den put in the plea that it cost money 
to maintain a reKimrnt, and many gen- 
llcinen who could not personally become 
part of it wore williiit; to show their in- 
terest in the regiment by becoming hon- 
-orary colonel and aiding its finances. Mr. 
Clarke, Toronto, deplored this, and said 
that it' was within the jiowcr of the regi- 
ment to make these men patrons or lion- 
(irarv nienibers of the mess, but ho en- 
tirely diRapprovcd,.of,,the provision. He 
thought it proriiied|a';reai50h for reject- 
ing the bill. . , •• .
